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History  of  the  Church. 


The  Methodist  Ei)iscopal  Church  in  the  City  of  New  York 
was  organized  in  the  year  1766.  As  the  number  of  churches 
increased  they  were  all  under  one  board  of  trustees  until  1835. 
The  number  of  churches  at  that  time  was  ten,  namely  :  John 
Street,  Duane  Street,  Bedford  Street,  Greene  Street,  Bowery 
Village,  Allen  Street,  Second  Street,  Willett  Street,  Forsyth 
Street,  Twentieth  Street. 

The  articles  of  agreement  between  the  trustees  of  the  east 
and  west  sides  respectively,  in  relation  to  a  division  of  the  church 
into  two  circuits,  (east  and  west),  were  entered  into  on  the  first 
day  of  March  1835,  and  signed  by  the  trustees  of  both  circuits, 
those  of  the  churches  of  the  West  Circuit  were  as  follows  :  First 
Church,  (John  Street,)  Joseph  Smith,  president,  Ira  Percy, 
secretary  ;   Duane  Street,  ^  *  ;  Bedford  Street, 

Wm.  McLean,  president,  W.  H.  Seely,  secretary  ;  Greene  Street, 
Samuel  Luckey,  president,  Louis  King,  secretary  ;  Eighteenth 
Street,  Wm.  S.  Hunt,  president,  J.  W.  Howe,  secretary. 

A  court  of  chancery  was  held  in  the  City  of  New  York,  March 
3d,  1835,  ^^^  granted  separate  corporate  rights  to  each  circuit, 
east  and  west  ;  and  on  the  27th  of  the  same  month  an  equit- 
able division  of  the  property  and  liabilities  was  made,  and  the 
agreement  was  signed  as  follows  :  East  Circuit,  James  Donald- 
son, president,  Peter  Pinckney,  secretary;  West  Circuit,  Na- 
thaniel Jarvis,  president,  Wm.  McLean,  secretary;  in  presence 
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J.  SULZBERGER

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of  Cornelius  R.  Disosway.  On  the  30th  day  of  March,  1835,  the 
agreement  was  sworn  to  before  Wm.  C.  Wetmore,  commissioner 
of  deeds.  The  trustees  of  each  church  were  three  in  number, 
those  of  Eighteenth  Street  being  Wm.  S.  Hunt,  J.  W.  Howe 
and  Charles  Feitner. 

The  churches  on  the  west  side  continued  in  one  circuit  until 
1839,  having  one  preacher  in  charge  residing  in  Greene  Street, 
and  an  assistant  over  each  of  the  other  churches.  It  was  found 
to  be  a  great  tax  on  the  official  members  who  lived  at  a  distance 
from  Greene  Street,  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  different 
boards,  all  of  which  were  held  there  ;  and  the  question  of  sep- 
arate organizations  for  each  of  the  five  churches  began  to  be 
agitated.  The  question  was  finally  settled  in  1839,  when  the 
division  was  made  into  five  separate  church  organizations  under 
the  revised  statutes  of  the  State  of  New  York,  relating  to  the 
government  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  five 
churches  were  First  Church,  (John  Street),  Duane  Street,  Bed- 
ford Street,  Greene  Street  and  Eighteenth  Street. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Eighteenth 
Street  Church  was  held  March  13th,  1839,  Wm.  S.  Hunt,  pres- 
ident, J.  W.  Howe,  secretary,  David  Coleman,  treasurer.  At 
the  election  of  trustees  for  the  different  churches,  held  in 
Greene  Street,  it  was  found  that  James  Harper  was  elected  to 
see  that  the  orignal  charter  and  seal  should  not  be  held  by 
John  Street.  The  trustees  of  Eighteenth  Street  thought  that 
to  be  the  custodians  of  the  old  charter  would  be  an  honor ; 
hence  the  Eighteenth  Street  Church  still  holds  the  original  col- 
onial deed  of  "  The  M.  E.  Church  of  the  City  of  New  York." 

The  origin  of  the  church  was  on  this  wise  :  In  1828  several 
members  of  the  Bedford  Street  Church  living  in  Chelsea,  (as 
this  part  of  the  city  was  then  called),  were  formed  into  a  class

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by  Rev.  N.  Levings,  pastor  of  the  church,  and  David  Demarest 
was  appointed  leader.  He  held  the  position  only  a  short  t  me, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  Stephen  Merritt.  The  class  was 
formed  at  the  house  of  Richard  Winthrop  in  Eighteenth  Street, 
nearly  opposite  to  the  present  church,  but  it  was  held  at  the 
houses  of  several  members  in  succession.  Bro.  Wm.  S.  Hunt 
and  wife  soon  after  moved  from  Bloomingdale  into  this  neigh- 
borhood and  joined  the  new  class. 

In  1829  a  Sunday  school  was  formed  in  Twentieth  Street, 
between  Seventh  and  Eighth  Avenues,  and  Stephen  Merritt  and 
Wm.  S.  Hunt  were  superintendents.  Public  services  were  oc- 
casionally held  at  the  same  place  by  the  local  preachers  and 
exhorters  of  the  city  churches.  In  1830  a  small  wooden  build- 
ing was  erected  on  one  lot  in  Twentieth  Street,  about  one  hun- 
dred feet  west  of  Eighth  Avenue,  and  was  numbered  among 
the  city  churches  as  the  Twentieth  Street  M.  E.  Church,  mak- 
ing the  number  of  Methodist  Churches  in  the  city  ten. 

In  1832  Rev.  Josiah  Howen  was  appointed,  by  Conference, 
preacher  in  charge  of  the  church.  He  was  succeeded  in  1834 
by  Rev.  John  C.  Tackaberry.  During  the  same  year,  May  21st, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  all  the  churches,  held  in  Greene 
Street,  a  resolution  was  offered,  "  that  the  trustees  of  Twenti- 
eth Street  Church  be  authorized  to  build  a  new  church  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  church  they  now  occupy,  which  is  too  small  to 
accommodate  the  numbers  attending  it."  The  resolution  was 
adopted  on  condition  that  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
(^5,000,)  be  raised  by  subscription,  and  that  the  property  in 
Twentieth  Street  and  the  lots  owned  by  the  church  in  Forty- 
Third  Street  be  sold.  The  committee  to  raise  the  money  were 
Wm.  S.  Hunt,  Wm.  McLean,  Gilbert  Constant,  John  Carr  and 
Louis  King.     They  were  not  able  to  raise  the  amount  named,

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nor  to  sell  the  property  to  advantage,  and  nothing  further  was 
done  towards  building  until  April  ist,  1835. 

At  that  time  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  West  Circuit 
was  held  at  Greene  Street,  and  a  resolution  was  offered  by  Wm. 
vS.  Hunt,  which  was  carried,  "  that  a  committee  be  ap])ointed  to 
take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  building  a  church  at 
the  cemetery  grounds  in  Eighteenth  Street,  names  of  the  com- 
mittee :  Wm.  S.  Hunt,  J.  W.  Howe,  Wm.  McLean,  Nathaniel 
Jarvis  and  B.  Pollard.  April  17th,  1835,  the  committee  re- 
ported in  favor  of  building,  and  estimated  the  cost  of  the 
church  at  fourteen  thousand  dollars,  ($;i4,ooo).  June  27th  a 
plan  of  the  new  church  was  submitted  to  the  board  and  ap- 
proved, and  the  committee  were  ordered  to  obtain  estimates. 

July  8th  the  mason  work  on  the  building  was  given  to  S. 
McCutcheon  for  the  sum   of  ei^ht  thousand   two  hundred   and 

o 

fifty  dollars,  (^8,250),  and  July  15th  the  carpenter  work  was 
given  to  Wm.  S.  Hunt  for  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  three 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  ($7,375).  The  corner  stone 
was  laid  by  Bishop  Hedding  in  August  or  September  1835. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  September  16th,  1835,  it  was  re- 
solved, "that  a  marble  tablet  maybe  ])laced  in  front  of  the 
church,  provided  that   no   expense  be  incurred  by  this  board." 

A  committee,  of  which  Wm.  S.  Hunt  was  chairman,  was  ap- 
pointed to  ascertain  the  comparative  cost  of  gas  and  oil  for 
lighting  the  church,  and  at  a  meeting  held  January  6th,  1836, 
Bro.  Hunt  reported  that  "he  had  given  up  the  idea  of  lighting 
the  new  church  with  gas  on  account  of  the  great  expense  of 
the  fixtures." 

The  church  was  dedicated  February  25th,  1836,  and  exer- 
cises suitable  to  the  occasion  were  held.

I.  Public  Worship.  —  The  duty  of  christians  assembHng 
on  the  Sabbath  for  religious  worship  is  made  so  plain  in  the 
Scriptures  that  no  one  will  call  it  in  question.  Paul,  in  his 
Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  reminds  the  brethren  that  they  should 
"not  forsake  the  assembling  of  themselves  together,  as  the 
manner  of  some  is."  Every  professed  follower  of  our  Lord 
should  belong  to  some  branch  of  the  Christian  Church,  that 
should  be  his  spiritual  home,  and  there  he  should  be  found  in 
his  seat  on  every  returning  Sabbath,  when  circumstances  will 
permit,  to  gladden  by  his  presence  the  heart  of  his  pastor,  and 
to  encourage  his  brethren  who  will  be  benefitted  by  his  example. 

For  a  member  in  good  standing  in  a  church  to  be  more  fre- 
quently at  another  church  than  his  own,  is  not  only  an  indica- 
tion that  he  prefers  other  talent  and  other  services  to  those  at 
home,  but  such  a  course  will  seriously  interfere  with  the  pros- 
perity of  his  own  church,  and  will  prove  injurious  to  his  own 
best  interests. 

Parents  should  not  only  attend  public  worship  themselves  on 
the  Sabbath,  but  should  bring  their  children  with  them.  Un- 
less they  be  early  taught  to  attend  the  public  religious  services 
of  the  Lord's  house   on  His  day,  they  will   grow  up   to  regard

Cordially  welcome  strangers  to  the  church,  and  to  your  pew.

This 
will  do  more  to  increase  the  congregation  than  elaborate  archi- 
tecture, eloquent  preaching,  or  artistic  singing. 

2.  Prayer  Meeting.  —  As  this  meeting  is  held  once  only 
during  the  week,  it  ought  to  be  made  the  rallying  place  for  all 
the  members.  No  one  who  can  possibly  avoid  it,  should  be  ab- 
sent from  these  weekly  gatherings.  The  singing,  the  prayers, 
the  testimonies,  the  hand  shaking  and  christian  greetings,  all 
tend  to  strengthen  the  believers'  faith,  and  these  have  helped 
many  a  tempted  soul  over  the  rough  places  of  life,  and  enabled 
him  to  persevere  until  he  has  heard  the  welcome  words  :  "Well 
done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy 
of  thy  Lord." 

3.  The  Class  Meeting. — As  this  is  an  institution  pecul- 
iar to  our  church,  no  Methodist  ought  to  regard  it  with  indif- 
ference. It  has  done  more  to  promote  unity  and  piety  in  the 
church,  and  to  keep  alive  the  spirit  of  zeal  and  earnestness,  for 
which  we  as  a  people  have  been  distinguished,  and  to  increase 
our  numbers,  than  any'other  thing.  You  owe  it  to  your  leader, 
to  your  fellow  members,  and  to  yourself,  that  you  be  regular  in 
attending  this  means  of  grace.  It  will  have  a  beneficial  effect 
upon  your  own  life  and  character,  and  upon  the  lives  and  char- 
acters of  others.

METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHyRCH. 


I.     Of  Faith  in  the  Holy  Trinity. 

There  is  but  one  living  and  true  God,  everlasting  without 
body  or  parts,  of  infinite  power,  wisdom  and  goodness ;  the 
maker  and  preserver  of  all  things,  visible  and  invisible.  And 
in  unity  of  this  God-head,  there  are  three  persons  of  one  sub- 
stance, powder  and  eternity,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

II.     Of  the  Word,  or  Son  of  God,  who  was  made  very  Man. 

The  Son,  who  is  the  w^ord  of  the  Father,  the  very  and 
eternal  God,  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  took  man's 
nature  in  the  womb  of  the  blessed  virgin  ;  so  that  two  whole 
and  perfect  natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  God-head  and  manhood, 
were  joined  together  in  one  person,  never  to  be  divided, 
whereof  is  one  Christ,  very  God,  and  very  man,  who  truly 
suffered,  was  crucified,  dead  and  buried,  to  reconcile  his 
Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a  sacrifice,  not  only  for  original  guilt, 
but  also  for  actual  sins  of  men. 
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III.     Of  the  Resurrection  of  Christ. 

Christ  did  truh'  rise  again  from  the  dead,  and  took  again 
His  body,  with  all  things  appertaining  to  the  perfection  of  man's 
nature,  wherewith  He  ascended  into  Heaven,  and  there  sitteth 
until  He  return  to  judge  all  men  at  the  last  day. 


IV.     Of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father,  and  the  Son 
is  of  one  substance,  majesty,  and  glory  with  the  Father  and 
the  Son,  very  and  eternal  God. 


V.     The  Sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  Salvation. 

The  Holy  Scriptures  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salva- 
tion ;  so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  be  proved 
thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that  it  should  be 
believed  as  an  article  of  faith,  or  be  thought  requisite  or  neces- 
sary to  salvation.  In  the  name  of  the  Holy  Scripture,  we  do 
understand  those  canonical  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment, of  whose  authority  was  never  any  doubt  in  the  Church.

The  Book  of  Job,  Twelve  Prophets  the  less  : 

All  the  books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  commonly 
received,  we  do  receive  and  account  canonical. 

VI.     Of  the  Old  Testament. 

The  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New  ;  for  both  in 
the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  offered  to  man- 
kind by  Christ,  who  is  the  Mediator  between  God  and  man, 
being  both  God  and  man.  Wherefore  they  are  not  to  be  heard 
who  feign  that  the  old  fathers  did  look  for  transitory  promises. 
Although  the  law  given  from  God  by  Moses,  as  touching  cere- 
monies and  rites,  doth  not  bind  Christians,  nor  ought  the  civil 
precepts  thereof  of  necessity  be  received  in  any  commonwealth; 
yet,  notwithstanding,  no  Christian  whatsoever  is  free  from  the 
obedience  of  the  commandments  which  are  called  moral, 

VII.     Of  Original  or  Birth  Sin. 

Original  sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam,  (as  the 
Pelagians  do  vainly  talk,)  but  it  is  the  corruption  of  the  nature 
of  every  man  that  naturally  is  engendered  of  the  offspring  of 
Adam,  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from  original  righteous- 
ness, and  of  his  own  nature  inclined  to  evil,  and  that  continu- 
ally. 

VIII.     Of  Free  Will. 

The  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such,  that 
he  cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural  strength 
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and  works,  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God  ;  wherefore  we  have 
no  power  to  do  good  works,  pleasant  and  acceptable  to  God, 
without  the  grace  of  God  by  Christ  preventing  us,  that  we 
may  have  a  good  will,  and  working  with  us,  when  we  have  that 
good  will. 


IX.     Of  the  Justification  of  Man. 

We  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  merit 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  by  faith,  and  not  for  our 
own  works  or  deservings.  Wherefore,  that  we  are  justified  by 
faith  only,  is  a  most  wholesome  doctrine,  and  very  full  of 
comfort. 


X.     Of  Good  Works. 

Although  good  works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  faith,  and  fol- 
low after  justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  and  endure 
the  severity  of  God's  judgments  ;  yet  are  they  pleasing  and 
acceptable  to  God  in  Christ,  and  spring  out  of  a  true  and 
lively  faith,  insomuch  that  by  them  a  lively  faith  may  be  as 
evidently  known  as  a  tree  is  discerned  by  its  fruit. 


XI.     Of  Works  of  Supererogation. 

Voluntary  works,  besides,  over  and  above  God's  command- 
ments, which  are  called  works  of  supererogation,  cannot  be 
taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety.  For  by  them  men  do 
declare  that  they  do  not  only  render  unto  God  as  much  as  they 
are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do  more  for  His  sake  than  of 
bounden  duty  is  required  :  whereas  Christ  saith  plainly,  "When

ye  have  done  all  that  is  commanded  you,  say,  We  are  unprofit- 
able servants." 

XII.     Of  Sin  after  Justification. 

Not  every  sin  willingly  committed  after  justification,  is  the 
sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.  Wherefore, 
the  grant  of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as  fall  into 
sin  after  justification;  after  we  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost, 
we  may  depart  from  grace  given  and  fall  into  sin,  and,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  rise  again  and  amend  our  lives.  And  therefore 
they  are  to  be  condemned  who  say  they  can  no  more  sin  as 
long  as  they  live  here;  or  deny  the  place  of  forgiveness  to  such 
as  truly  repent. 

XIII.  Of  the  Church. 

The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful 
men,  in  which  the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the 
sacraments  duly  administered  according  to  Christ's  ordinance, 
in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same. 

XIV.  Of  Purgatory. 

The  Romish  doctrine  concerning  purgatory,  pardon,  worship- 
ping and  adoration,  as  well  of  images  as  of  relics,  and  also 
invocation  of  saints,  is  a  fond  thing  vainly  invented,  and 
grounded  upon  no  warrant  of  Scripture,  but  repugnant  to  the 
word  of  God. 

XV.     Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation   in   such  a  Tongue  as  the 
People  Understand. 

It  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
custom    of    the    primitive     Church,    to    have    public    prayer 
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in  the  Church,  or  to  minister  the  sacraments,  in   a  tongue  not 
understood  by  the  people. 

XVI.     Of  the  Sacraments. 

Sacraments,  ordained  of  Chril^t,  are  not  only  badges  or 
tokens  of  Christian  men's  profession;  but  rather  they  are  cer- 
tain signs  of  grace,  and  God's  good  will  toward  us,  by  ■  the 
which  He  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken 
but  also  strengthen  and  confirm  ojr  faith  in  Him. 

There  are  two  sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in 
the  Gospel;  that  is  to  say.  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Tvord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  sacraments,  that  is  to  say,  con- 
firmation, penance,  orders,  matrimony  and  extreme  unction, 
are  not  to  be  counted  for  sacraments  of  the  Gospel,  being  such 
as  have  partly  grown  out  of  the  co7'rtipt  following  of  the  apos- 
tles ;  and  partly  are  states  of  life  allowed  in  the  Scriptures,  but 
yet  have  not  the  like  nature  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per, because  they  have  not  any  visible  sign  or  ceremony  or- 
dained of  God. 

These  sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed 
upon,  or  to  be  carried  about,  but  that  we  should  duly  use  them. 
And  in  such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same,  they  have  a 
wholesome  effect  or  operation  ;  but  they  that  receive  them 
unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves  condemnation,  as  St.  Paul 
saith,  I  Cor.  xi,  29. 


XVII.     Of  Baptism. 

Baptism  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profession,  and  mark  of  differ- 
ence, whereby  Christians  are  distinguished  from  others  that  are

not  baptized,  but  it  is  also  a  sign  of  regeneration  or  the  new 
birth.  The  baptism  of  young  children  is  to  be  retained  in 
the  Church. 


XVIII.     Of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  sign  of  the  love  that 
Christians  ought  to  have  among  themselves  one  to  another, 
but  rather  is  a  sacrament  of  our  redemption  by  Christ's  death; 
insomuch  that,  to  such  as  rightly,  worthily  and  with  faith 
receive  the  same,  the  bread  which  we  break  is  a  partaking  of 
the  body  of  Christ  ;  and  likewise  the  cup  of  blessing  is  a  par- 
taking of  the  blood  of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation,  or  the  change  of  the  substance  of  bread 
and  wine  in  the  Supper  of  our  Lord,  cannot  be  proved  by  Holy 
Writ,  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of  Scripture,  over- 
throweth  the  nature  of  a  sacrament,  and  hath  given  occasion 
to  many  superstitions. 

The  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the  Supper, 
only  after  a  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And  the  means 
whereby  the  body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the 
Supper,  is  faith. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  not  by  Christ's 
ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshipped. 


XIX.     Of  Both  Kinds. 

The  cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  lay  people, 
for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  Christ's  ordinance 
and  commandment,  ought  to  be  administered  to  all  Christians 
alike. 
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XX.     Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Christ,  finished  upon  the  Cross. 

The  offering  of  Christ,  once  made,  is  that  perfect  redemp- 
tion, propitiation,  and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world,  both  original  and  actual ;  and  there  is  none  other 
satisfaction  for  sin  but  that  alone.  Wherefore  the  sacrifice  of 
masses,  in  the  which  it  is  commonly  said  that  the  priest  doth 
offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to  have  remission  of 
pain  or  guilt,  is  a  blasphemous  fable,  and  dangerous  deceit. 


XXI.     Of  the  Marriage  of  Ministers. 

The  mininsters  of  Christ  are  not  commanded  by  God's  law 
either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to  abstain  from  mar- 
riage ;  therefore  it  is  lawful  for  rhem,  as  for  all  other  Christians, 
to  marry  at  their  own  discretion,  as  they  shall  judge  the  same 
to  serve  best  to  godliness. 


XXII.     Of  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  Churches. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  rites  and  ceremonies  should  in  all 
places  be  the  same,  or  exactly  alike  ;  for  they  have  been  always 
different,  and  may  be  changed  according  to  the  diversity  of 
countries,  times,  and  men's  manners,  so  that  nothing  be  or- 
dained against  God's  word.  Whosoever,  through  his  private 
judgment,  willingly  and  purposely  doth  openly  break  the  rites 
and  ceremonies  of  the  Church  to  which  he  belongs,  which  are 
not  repugnant  to  the  word  of  God,  and  are  ordained  and  ap- 
proved by  common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly,  that 
others  may  fear  to  do  the  like,  as  one  that   offendeth  against 
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the   common   order   of  the   Church,    and    woundeth    the    con- 
sciences of  weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  church  may  ordain,  change,  or  abolish  rites 
and  ceremonies,  so  that  all  things  may  be  done  to  edification. 

XXIII.     Of  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  president,  the  congress,  the  general  assemblies,  the 
governors,  and  the  councils  of  state,  as  the  delegates  of  the 
people^  are  the  rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America,  accord- 
ing to  the  division  of  power  made  to  them  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  by  the  constitutions  of  their  respec- 
tive states.  And  the  said  states  are  a  sovereign  and  indepen- 
dent nation,  and  ought  not  to  be  subject  to  any  foreign 
jurisdiction.* 

XXIV.     Of  Christian  Men's  Goods. 

The  riches  and  goods  of  Christians  are  not  common,  as 
touching  the  right,  title  and  possession  of  the  same,  as  some 
do  falsely  boast.  Notwithstanding,  every  man  ought,  of  such 
things  as  he  possesseth,  liberally  to  give  alms  to  the  poor, 
according  to  his  ability. 


*  As  far  as  it  respects  civil  affairs,  we  believe  it  the  duty  of  Christians, 
and  especially  all  Christian  ministers,  to  be  subject  to  the  supreme  author- 
ity of  the  country  M^here  they  may  reside,  and  to  use  all  laudable  means  to 
enjoin  obedience  to  the  powers  that  be  ;  and  therefore  it  is  expected  that 
all  our  preachers  and  people,  who  may  be  under  the  British  or  any  other 
government,  will  behave  themselves  as  peaceable  and  orderly  subjects.

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XXV.     Of  a  Christian  Man's  Oath. 

As  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  swearing  is  forbidden 
Christian  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  James  His  apos- 
tle, so  we  judge  that  the  Christian  religion  doth  not  prohibit, 
but  that  a  man  may  swear  when  the  magistrate  requireth,  in  a 
cause  of  faith  and  charity,  so  it  be  done  according  to  the 
prophet's  teaching,  in  justice,  judgment  and  truth. 
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In  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1739  eight  or  ten  persons  came 
to  Mr.  Wesley  in  London,  who  appeared  to  be  deeply  convinced 
of  sin,  and  earnestly  groaning  for  redemption.  They  desired, 
as  did  two  or  three  more  the  next  day,  that  he  would  spend 
some  time  with  them  in  prayer,  and  advise  them  how  to  flee 
from  the  wrath  to  come,  which  they  saw  continually  hanging 
over  their  heads.  That  he  might  have  more  time  for  this  great 
work,  he  appointed  a  day  when  they  might  all  come  together  ; 
which  from  thenceforward  they  did  every  week,  namely,  on 
Thursday^  in  the  evening.  To  these,  and  as  many  more  as  de- 
sired to  join  with  them,  (for  their  number  increased  daily),  he 
gave  those  advices  from  time  to  time  which  he  judged  most 
needful  for  them  ;  and  they  always  concluded  their  meeting 
with  prayer  suited  to  their  several  necessities. 

This  was  the  rise  of  the  United  Society,  first  in  Europe^ 
and  then  in  America.  Such  a  Society  is  no  other  than  "^ 
co7npany  of  men  having  the  form  and  seeking  the  power  of  god- 
liness^ united  in  order  to  pray  together.,  to  receive  the  word  of 
exhortation^  and  to  watch  over  one  another  i?i  love.,  that  they  may 
help  each  othlr  to  work  out  their  salvation.'" 

That  it  may  the  more  easily  be  discerned  whether  they  are 
indeed  working  out  their  own  salvation,  each  Society  is  divided 
into  smaller  companies,  called  classes,  according   to   their  re- 
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spective  places  of  abode.     There  are  about  twelve  persons  in 
a  class,  one  of  whom  is  styled  the  Leader.     It  is  his  duty, — 

1.  To  see  each  person  in  his  class  once  a  week  at  least  ; 
in  order,  (i,)  To  inquire  how  their  souls  prosper.  (2,)  To  ad- 
vise, reprove,  comfort  or  exhort  as  occasion  may  require.  (3,) 
To  receive  w^hat  they  are  willing  to  give  toward  the  relief  of 
the  Preachers,  Church  and  poor.* 

2.  To  meet  the  Ministers  and  the  Stewards  of  the  Society 
once  a  week  ;  in  order,  (i,)  To  inform  the  Minister  of  any 
that  are  sick,  or  of  any  that  walk  disordely,  and  will  not  be  re- 
proved. (2,)  To  pay  the  Stewards  what  they  have  received  of 
their  several  classes  in  the  week  preceding. 

There  is  only  one  condition  previously  required  of  those  who 
desire  admission  into  these  Societies,  "  a  desire  to  flee  from  the 
wrath  to  come,  and  to  be  saved  from  their  sins."  But  wher- 
ever this  is  really  fixed  in  the  soul,  it  will  be  shown  by  its  fruits. 

It  is  therefore  expected  of  all  who  continue  therein,  that 
they  should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation, — 

First,  by  doing  no  harm,  by  avoiding  evii  of  every  kind,  es- 
pecially that  which  is  most  generally  practiced  ;  such  as, — 

The  taking  of  the  name  of  God  in  vain. 

The  profaning  the  day  of  the  Lord,  either  by  doing  ordinary 
work  therein  or  by  buying  or  selling. 

Drunkenness,  buying  or  selling  spirituous  liquors,  or  drink- 
ing them,  unless  :n  cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

Slaveholding  ;  buyiiig  or  selling  slaves. 

Fighting,  quarrelling,  brawling,  brother  going  to  law  with 
brother  ;  returning  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing  ;  the 
using  many  words  in  buying  or  selling. 

*  This  part  refers  to  towns  and  cities,  where  the  poor  are  generally  num- 
erous and  church  expenses  considerable. 
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The  buying  or  selling  goods  that  have  not  paid  the  duty. 

The  giving  or  taking  things  on  usury,  that  is,  unlawful 
interest. 

Uncharitable  or  unprofitable  conversation  ;  particularly 
speaking  evil  of  magistrates  or  ministers. 

Doing  to  others  as  we  would  not  they  should  do  unto  us. 

Doing  what  we  know  is  not  for  the  glory  of  God;  as, — 

The  putting  on  of  gold  and  costly  apparel. 

The  taking  such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

The  singing  those  songs,  or  reading  those  books,  which  do 
not  tend  to  the  knowledge  or  love  of  God. 

Softness  and  needless  self-indulgence. 

Laying  up  treasures  upon  earth. 

Borrowing  without  a  probability  of  paying ;  or  taking  up 
goods  without  a  probability  of  paying  for  them. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  continue  in  these  Societies  that 
they  should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation, — 

Secondly,  by  doing  good  ;  by  being  in  every  kind  merciful 
after  their  power  ;  as  they  have  opportunity,  doing  good  of 
every  possible  sort,  and,  as  far  as  possible  to  all  men  : 

To  their  bodies  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  by  giving 
food  to  the  hungry,  by  clothing  the  naked,  by  visiting  or  help- 
ing them  that  are  sick  or  in  prison  : 

To  their  souls,  by  instructing,  reproving,  or  exhorting  all  we 
have  any  intercourse  with  ,  trampling  under  foot  that  enthusi- 
astic doctrine  that  ''  we  are  not  to  do  good  unless  our  hearts 
be  free  to  it'' 

By  doing  good,  especially  to  them  that  are  of  the  household 
of  faith,  or  groaning  so  to  be  ;  employing  them  preferably  to 
others,  buying  one  of  another,  helping  each  other  in  business, 
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and  so  much  the  more  because  the  world  will  love  its  own  and 
them  ofi/y. 

By  all  possible  dili'^^efice  and  frui^ality^  thit  the  Gospel  be 
not  blamed. 

By  running  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set  before  them, 
denying  themselves,  and  taking  up  their  cross  daily  ;  submitting 
to  bear  the  reproach  of  Christ,  to  be  as  the  filth  and  offscouring 
of  the  world  ;  and  looking  that  men  should  say  all  manner  of 
evil  of  them  falsely  for  the  Lord's  sake. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  desire  to  continue  in  these  Societies 
that  they  should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation, — 

Thirdly,  by  attending  upon  all  the  ordinances  of  God  ; 
such  are, — 

The  public  worship  of  God  : 

The  ministry  of  the  word,  either  read  or  expounded  : 

The  Supper  of  the  Lord  : 

Family  and  private  prayer  : 

Searching  the  Scriptures  : 

Fasting  or  abstinence. 

These  are  the  General  Rules  of  our  Societies  ;  all  of  which 
we  are  taught  of  God  to  abserve,  even  in  His  written  w^ord, 
which  is  the  only  rule,  and  the  sufficient  rule,  both  of  our  faith 
and  practice.  And  all  these  we  know  His  spirit  writes  on 
truly  awakened  hearts.  If  there  be  any  among  us  who  ob- 
serves them  not,  who  habitually  breaks  any  of  them,  let  it  be 
known  unto  them  who  watch  over  that  soul  as  they  must  give 
an  account.  We  will  admonish  him  of  the  error  of  his  ways. 
We  will  bear  with  him  for  a  season.  But  if  then  he  repent  not, 
he  hath  no  more  place  among  us.  We  have  delivered  our 
own  souls.
